JUNE FIELD DAY OF 1768 


Several regiments of British troops were quartered in Boston in 1768, 
being encamped on the Common. On the June Field Day of the Ancients, they 
being under command of Lieutenant William Heath (afterwards made Major 
General in the Revolution) it appeared that the Ancients’ exercises would inter- 
fere with the roll-call of the Britsh troops. The British officer commanding 
thereupon sent orders to Lieutenant Heath that he must retire without beat 
of drum and that there must be no firing at the deposit of their standard. 
This order was laid before the Ancients who unanimously opposed it but 
Lieutenant Heath, believing it his duty to comply with orders of a superior 
officer in his Majesty’s service, marched the Ancients to Faneuil Hall in silence 
and without firing. This appeared to some of the officers as an infringement 
of their privileges and there was much murmur'ng and complaining against 
Lieutenant Heath. One of them, Hopestill Capen, then Orderly Sergeant, 
resented it so highly that he went to the top of his house after the Company 


was dismissed and fired his musket three times. 


General Heath, after the American Revolution, was several times can- 
didate for the office of Governor or Lieutenant-Governor but he was an 
unsuccessful candidate until 1806 when he was elected Lieutenant-Governor. 
Many think that the episode on the Common was a cause for his unpopularity. 


He was, however elected a Commander of the Ancients in 1770.

SQUAD MEETINGS 


In the old days it was customary to have squad meetings, which under 
our present formation would answer to a meeting of our sections. It is not 
known how or when they originated but they were supposed to be of very 
ancient date. It is thought that they sprang from the commissioned or non- 
commissioned officers inviting their squads to the officers’ or sergeants’ home 
on the evening of one of the field days, either for business purposes or for 
instruction. 


As practiced before and immediately after the Revolution, they were not 
a meeting of the whole company but only a small part. The officer or sergeant 
at whose house they assembled was the Commander for the evening. When 
they assembled they practiced in his parlor facings, wheelings, and maneuvers, 
generally without arms and when that duty was over, sat down to talk over 
the affairs of the Company and canvass the candidates for office at the next 
election and usually closing with a frugal repast. 

However, after the war of 1812 the training was usually dispensed with 
and the meeting became a convivial one with each officer or sergeant vieing 
with each other in giving liquors and large suppers. This, having become 
rather burdensome on account of the expense, the Company on May 31, 1819, 
appointed a committee to regulate the subject, whose report, unanimously 
adopted, is as follows: 


"That a squad meeting was originally intended to promote social inter- 
course, to converse upon subjects tending to the interests of the company, and 
for the furtherance of its military reputation, and not for the purposes of 
extravagance and luxury. With this impression we recommend, that at those 
meetings the entertainment given shall consist of, and not exceed the following 
general calculation; and if an officer or non-commissioned officer acts upon 
the system here recommended, he discharges every claim upon his generosity 
and hospitality; and the company will not expect any person in office to do 
more, or be at greater expense. The articles recommended are: roast and 
alamode beef, and bacon, either hot or cold, as he may think proper, crackers 
and cheese; the liquors to be confined to two or three kinds, say brandy, rum 
and wine. The whole to be prepared in a plain and economical manner, either 
at a table or sideboard as his accomodations shall render most convenient.”
